An unsuccessful attempt to wreck 
Frisco passenger train No. J, the 
Meteor, bound from St. Louis to Ok­ 
lahoma points, between Richland and 
St. John, Mo., Tuesday night, was re­ 
vealed Wednesday when a force of 
Frisco special agents left Springfield, 
Mo., to attempt to run

The block signal system showing 
red warned the engineer in time to

miles an hour. 
An investigation showed that a sec­ 
tion of the track had been loosened 
and several heavy tie plates placed 
on the' tracks at intervals. 
Five of 
the plates were found on each track. 
The engineer said that before the 
train was brought to a standstill the 
glare from the electric headlight re­ 
vealed the forms of several men at 
the edge of a clearing, who quickly 
disappeared . Railroad officials be­ 
lieve that the plan was to wreck and 
rob the train. 
The train was delayed thirty min­ 
utes. 
None of the passengers was 
told of the narrow escape.

Mrs. Susan Jackson. 
Mrs. Susan A. Jackson, aged 78 
years, died at 5 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon 
at 
her home, 
Fifteenth 
street and Harrison avenue, following 
a lingering illness. 
Death resulted 
from complications. 
Mrs. Jackson was one of che oldest 
residents of Pettis county, and is said 
to have been the woman who in 1SG4 
surrendered Sedalia to General Ster­ 
ling Price 
when 
the 
Confederate 
leader with his troops went from Mis­ 
souri to Arkansas on his famous raid. 
Most all the male inhabitants of 
Sedalia had at that time gone to war 
and the women and children were left 
at home. Mrs. Jackson, ^ s u rre n d e r­ 
ing the city, acted for the entire peo­ 
ple left at home. 
She was the wife of the late Wil­ 
liam P. Jackson, once mayor of Se­ 
dalia and the town’s first city mar­ 
shal, who during the civil war served 
in the Union army. 
Mrs. Jackson was born in Howard 
county, July 14, 1836, and her mar­ 
riage to Mr. Jackson took place in 
that county on November 22, 1855. 
A few’ years afterward they moved to 
Pettis county and located at George­ 
town. 
This was in 1859. 
In the fall of 1864 Mrs. Jackson, 
with her husband, a son and daugh­ 
ter, moved to Sedalia, 
which 
had 
been her permanent home since. 
Mr. 
Jackson died in Sedalia November 
19, 1891. 
It was during an encounter north­ 
west of Georgetown 
that 
General 
Price advanced oh Sedalia from the 
south, and with only women and chil­ 
dren left in the village it was futile 
to offer resistance. 
Mrs. Jackson secured a sheet, nail­ 
ed it to a large pole, and thus saved 
the women and children and also pre­ 
vented the destruction of the town.

Facts of Vital Interest to Every Fa fitter, 
Business Man and Citizen of the State

The present series of

the rail roads of a great state have 


gone direct to the fanner, the busi­ 
ness man and the citizen generally to 
discuss with them in a frank and can­ 
did manner this great problem which, 
in its varied phases, so vitally affects 
the welfare of every man woman an i 
child in the land. 
Tho average Amer­ 
ican voter wants to be fair about a n v 
public question and he is, 
once

fully understands

premises—and thus, had the railroads 
of Missouri and other st a’es taken 
their troubles directly to the people 
some years ago, the chances are we 
would not be confronte { 
with 
the 
stagnation which has gripped the bus­ 
iness world for some time past 
which, unless remedied in the 
future, threatens utter industrial par­ 
alysis throughout the country. 
Every railroad official in the nation 
today is doing everything in his pow­ 
er not only to obey Uh; mandates of 
the Inter-State 
Commerce 
Commis­ 
sion and the different Public Service 
Commissions, but also ic 
aid 
and 
facilitate their work iii every passi­ 
ble way. 
As evidence pf this state­ 
ment, we cite the following facts with 
reference to the situation in Missouri: 
In 1907 the legislature of this slate 
enacted a 2-ccnt passsenge# fare and 
also reduced freight rates upon a num­ 
ber of important items.

THE FATTENING OF STEEHS 


Does It Pay to Grind Corn for That 


Purpose? 


(By ll. O. Allison.) 


Columbia, Mo., Nov. i2.—LA.es it 
pay to grind corn for fattening two- 
year-old steers? The Missouri experi­ 
ment station has been investigating 
this question for the last two years. 
While this investigation is not yet 
completed1, results obtained up to tile 
present time indicate that more rapid 
gains iii live weight and a quicker 
finish may be expected by the use of 
ground gram 
Cattle also Iced (more 
uniformly on ground than on whole 
coin. There is uo doubt but that two- 
year-old steers will much more com­ 
pletely digest ground g-ain and tho 
finer it is tho more completely it will 
be digested. 
The work at the Missouri Colege of 
Agriculture shows clearly that when 
ground corn is fed fewer hogs are 
needed to follow' the steers. 
The 
figures obtained indicate that from IT 
to 22 per cent of the value of the ear 
corn tori to steers should be charged 
to the hogs, while with finely ground 
corn chop iv will not be more luau •-» 
to 4 ;>cr cert. 
Tile evidence concern­ 
ing the total gain iii live weight on 
cattle and hogs per b u s h e l of cprn fed 
is not yet conclusive. 
It is not like­ 
ly that there will he much difference 
between feeding ground 
or 
whole 
gram if tho hogs are properly cared 
for, and if the feding is done in lots 
which are reasonably free from mud.
